In the Senate Mr. Foraker, Sena-

IN THE SENATE. 


Washington, Feb. 16.—Formal an- 


nouncement of the death of Senator 
Hanna wa3 made in the senate to- 
day immediately after the opening 
prayer, and all tine brief proceedings 
of tho dtiy pertained to

nouncement. 
The duty of milking 


tho official statement of 
the

event fell to Sonntor Fornhor, as Mr. 
Hanna's colleague. 


Most of the late senator's col- 


leagues were in their seats before 
the senate was called to order and 
their faces bore traces of the sorrow 
which- all felt. 
The galleries, too, 


wore crowded., arid throughout the 
«nUro assembly there was an evi- 
dent sense of depression, scarcely 
loss marked than that which per- 
vaded the senate -tsolf. 


THE CHAPLAIN'S PRAYER. 
The opening prnyor was delivered 


by the senate chaplain, Dr. Edward 
Everett Hnle, who said:

PRESENCE THERE 


Solemn Hush About Hotel in Wash- 


ington Where Body of Late Sen- 


ator Marcus A. Hanna Lies. 


PRESIDENT NOI TO ATTEND ftT BDRUL 


Washington, Feb. 16.—All that la 


mortal of Senator Marcus Alonzo 
Hnnna lies today in. the room at tlia 
Arlington hotel whore, after the long, 
brave struggle, he yielded to death. 
The remains aro being prepared for 
burial. 
TJius far only a few of tJio 


most intimate friends of the Hanna 
family have been .permitted to enter 
the death chnnuber to view the body. 
In appearance the features of the dead 
statesman are very life-like. 
They 


indicate littlo enunciation, and on ac- 
count of the oxygen used during tha 
last days of the senator's sickness, 
there is an absence of the ashen pal- 
lor often noted. 
An atmosphere of 


profound sorrow pervaded tho hotel 
throughout the day. 


Men conversed In subdued tones and 


tho name of the distinguished dead 
•was on every lip. Persona moving 
nbout the house evert in parts removed 
from the death chamber, stepped so 
lightly as to make only the slightest 
noise. 
Business proceeded aa usual, 


but it was conducted without confu- 
sion and without clamor. 
All felt 


the presence of death.

The women 
were sent to Nu Chwang, where Unit- 
ed States Consul Miller provided food 
find transportation, for them to Shau- 
Hai-Kwan. The women say they saw 
several 
Japanese 
refugees - cruelly 


beaten and wounded. They say that 
tho Russian soldiers robbed them of 
money and jewelry. 
Some of the 


Japanese escaped 
punishment 
by 


bribing the soldiers. 


The Japanese government nnd peo- 


ple are deeply stirred by these re- 
ports of abuse and 
suffering1 sus- 


tained by Ihe refugees. 
They point 


to their own correct attitude towards 
Russians in Japan nnd denounce the 
Russians as bnrb.irinns. • 


The sinking of the Nakoiioiira Mam 


nnd the treatment of the refugees is 
creating a feeling which betokens a 
bitter nnrl relentless wrtr. It is im- 
probable that the Japanese will re- 
taliate in kind whatever excesses the 
."Russians commit.

of his fa'ahei s home on the west side 
of Cleveland.

north side of tho house and, as tin 
walls aro fully twelve inches thick, 
the bcca have a pretty even tempera- 
lure all the year round. 


Yesterday tho bees, at least 00,000 


iu eacli colony, remained indoors be- 
cause of the cold weather. All win 
ter, however, on warm, sunny flays, 
they scour the country for miles for 
sonic of tho substance that goes to 
make hcney.- 


In tho cupboard at this time1 there 


is at least 150 pounds cf the delicioun 
product. And an almost artistic ar- 
rangement of tho combs has resulted 
from the indulgence of their tnste in 
iirchiloytui'e.
